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Something new was added to December. Misty fogs crept over 
East Anglia, shrouding the landscape in thick gloom. Not only aerial 
traffic, but also Liberty Rums, trains and pedestrian strolls were 
scrubbed as it became increasingly difficult to see ahead for more 
than a few inches. About the only a not affected was Christmas, 
which arrived on schedule in a cloud of turkey, gravy, dressing, pie 
and every other gastronomic possibility so necessary for complete 
enjoyment of the Yule Season. The major surprise was a frosty night 
before Christmas, which coated everything with a white layer, lending 
a brisk and clean note to the new day, as the pilgrimmages began to 
line the roads leading to the ess Halls. A general letting-out of 
G.I. belts became the rule immediately after the truly gargantuan meal. 

During the month, boxes placed strategically in PX and Orderl 
Rooms throughout the base became candy receptacles for the Annual l- 
dYen's Christmas Party. Trucks rolling in from Diss, Norwich, Harlestoh 
and other neighboring towns carried their sager, shouting traffic to 
the Red Cross, where a fine time was had by all (except & bawling infant 
who never could find his mother when she was nedded most.) 

Xmas time also saw the arrival of A group of blithely spirited 
players, who, oddly enough, presented a production of "Blithe Spirit" 
for the edification of two filled houses. This Noel Coward comedy was 
enjoyed even by the recipients of the Great Brooklyn Dig of recent 
memory. The cast was good, headed by Clare Luce and Pepey Wood. The 
second and more permanent addition in the entertainment field was the 
opening of the Big Top Club, the sudsy haven of the lower four graders, 
which threw open its portals on the evening of December 23, solely for 
liquid refreshment. December 26 saw the official opening, complete with 
the base Century Bomber Orchestra, plenty of Scotch, Gin, Beer, a few 
glasses of lemonade, and numerous gals from near and near. A high time 
was had by most, merred only by a minor but mysterious vignette in which 
@ personal pint of Scotch, thought safe in a pocket, suddenly was 
spirited away and replaced by a pint of gin. Accusations and charges 
ran the gamut from threat to violence, with the gees involved spending 
a quiet evening contemplating the infinite in the confines of the guard- 
house. 

The year ended on a grim note. December m brought to light the 
first major German offensive on the Western Front, Rundstedt hurling 
division after division of carefully hoarded reserves at the American 
First Army. Nazi meteorologists played a leading role in this offensive, 
efficiently choosing a week of fog, mist and rain which grounded the 
Allied Air Forces. On December 24, the weather cleared, and every plane 
in flying condition was dispatched to hamper and destroy enemy instal- 
lations. The 100th Bomb Group, in the greatest effort since turning op- 
erational, sent sixty-two (62) aircraft. In a few days, the stubborn-

First E/A seen were 2 ME 262's that passed high over our formation between 
I.P. and target and headed SE, As we headed toward our R.P. from the target a dog 
fight was seen several miles ahead and to our left, Some of our escort fighters 
wore seen headed toward this area where the sky was streaked with con trails, At 
1155 hours near 5320N-0930E when B/A first attacked. The first over come in from 
low and broke away when more than 500 yards out. Some dived away, but others cone 
tinued to climb off to our right.These E/A © both FW 190 and ME 109's were in ele 
ements of 2's, 3's and 4's, but did not appear to have eny planned formation, As 
they broke up, &/A started diving at the formation from between five and seven 
o’olock high in 2's and 3's, flying in trail stocked up front to reer and slightly 
echeloned to our left. They employed variations of the swooper, roller coaster and 
triple=threat attacks, Most of them broke off attack 300 yards or more behind our 
formation by making diving turns to the right and reassembling behind us for another 
attack. A few were seon to pass through, under and over our formations. A few also
